ther duty whenever they have put In 
the nine hours the law permits. 
The law passed at the last general 
assembly to tl«e effect that all mat­ 
ters in the settlement of estates may 
be closed by proper administration in 
one year, instead of two, as has been 
required by law In the past, and many 
other imporVtut measures aro also 
erect!ve at táis time.

St. Louis, Mo., June 19.—After care­ 
fully compiling a diary covering the 
events of three days, in which he 
had made repeated attempts to kill 
himself, John Francis Fahey, a line­ 
man, 27 years old, ended ills life in 
Forest park by drinking carbolic acid. 
His body was found near the spring 
which breaks from the hillside south 
and west 
the Laclede pavilion and 
just east ot the River des Peres. An 
empty bottle, which had contained 
the poison, was found near the body. 
Fahey had been married .hut six 
months. His widowed bride, who re­ 
sides at 2834A Carolina street, was 
partly prepared for the shock of his 
death when she received a letter he 
had written from Granite City, and in 
which he told of his determination to 
commit suicide. 
A neighbor called at the morgue a4 
Mrs. Fahey's request, identified the 
body and broke the news to her. 
In the diary, found in Fahey's pock­ 
ets, which covered all his movements 
for . June 14, 15 and 16, Fahey blames 
loan sharks for all his troubles and 
his desire to destroy himself. 
According to the police, Fahey tried 
several times to kill himself by taking 
tincture of opium. He began selling 
his personal effects June 14 and using 
the money derived therefrom to l^iy 
poison. 
He* was rescued each time 
before the drug had time to complete 
its work. 
Then, in desperation, he 
bought the arid and sought tho soli­ 
tude of the park. 
The diary left by Fahey, written

Then I went to a drug 
store for moro opium.

place I was turned down cold. Then 
I started for a drug store near WeBt 
End Heights and on the way I lost 
my money and I had to walk down 
to Ninth and Market street, where I 
sold my watch fob for 25 cents. 
I spent 10 cents for tincture of 
opium, 5 cents for' coffee and rolls 
and 5 ce’nts lor car fare out to the 
park. 
Took opium at 10 p. m., and 
still alive at 5:30 a. m„ June 16.

Have felt no bad effects of 
the drug at no stage of the game, 
just a little nervous this a. mK

night and hope I shall succeed next 
time.

gone too far with it now to turn back.

Telephone Boy" May Cause Stampede 
of Wall Street Pikers by 
Hie Luck. 


As the result of the passage through 
bankruptcy of a local firm of stock 
brokers, James R. Keene's plunging 
“telephone boy" has been hauled Into 
the limelight. 
An acrimonious con­ 
troversy occurred in court as 'to 
whether he had made $30,000 or $50,- 
000 by taking advantage of the so- 
called Hocking pool. 
The “boy" In­ 
sisted that he “cleaned up" only $30,- 
000 on that deal, and stuck to this 
statement. The airing of his market 
dealings is likely to cause a stampede 
4nto the “telephone boy" business, and 
give new encouragement to the thou­ 
sands of pikers who bury their spare 
money In Wall street graves, selected 
through tips, secret information and 
sophisticated rumors. It seems a pity 
therefore that there couldn't have coma 
out along with Mr. Keene's telephone 
boy's story a few dozen stories about 
the other telephone boys whose mar­ 
ket operations have accumulated noth­ 
ing for them hut a series of diminutive 
tombstones. 
There are 999 of them 
to every successful piker. Indeed, if 
statistics mean anything, the man who 
puts his money into chicken-farming 
—almost hopelessly hazardous as that 
occupation to known to be—has a bet­ 
ter chance of getting out whole than 
the telephone boy plunger and his as­ 
sociated speculationists. It to an un­ 
fortunate circumstance that the exam­ 
ple of one successful clean-up has 
more weight with this endlessly re- 
erulted band of Idealists than a hun­ 
dred thousand failures.—New York 
Press.
